lARYIS - GANN: HOW BAD 
DO WE WANT TAX RELIEF

Last in a series of three 


• Would the amendment 
substantially increase per¬ 
sonal property taxes? 

The amendment only ap¬ 
plies to real property. I>oes 
this mean that personal 
property, presently valued at 
$14 billion statewide, would 
be subject to increases to 
partly recover lost real prop¬ 
erty tax revenues due to the 
limit? Would the 50 ^r cent 
inventory tax exemption also 
be eliminated? 

• Would the amendment 
provide a tax loophole for 
“.new oonstnuction?” 

Section 2 provides for re¬ 
assessment of “newly con¬ 
structed” property, a term 
which is not defined. Would 
a multi-million dollar addi¬ 
tion to an existing plant be 
“new construction” or an 
addition? If only an addi 
tion, it could present a loop¬ 
hole whereby billions in new 
construction could esc ape 
taxatlcm entirely. 

• Will the timber tax be 
felled by the amendment? 

Jarvis - Gann would re¬ 
quire the use of 1975-76 val¬ 
ues. The value of timber- 
lands — real property — (lo¬ 
cated in about 25 California 
counties) was included in 
the value of standing timber 
In 1975-76. As a result Of a 
recent change in statute and 
Ihe constitution, timber was 
removed from the property 
tfix and is ikw subject to a 
yield tax at the time of 
harvest Under Jarvis - 
Gann, timber owners would 
pay future property taxes on 
the basis of 1975-76 values, 
which included timber val- 
,ues. Since the yield tax is 
not repealed, the timber 
owners face the prospiect ol 
double taxatic::^ 

• Could Jarvis-Gann cause 
over-assessments of prop¬ 
erties? 

In going to 1975-76 assess- 
menis, the underlying as¬ 
sumption is that they will 
be lower, and generally this 
is true. However, there are 
ma.ny propierties that have 
declined in value since 1975 
76, for a variety of reasons, 
and the only way these as¬ 
sessments could be reduced 
in the future would be 
through a decline of the con- 
siuner price index below an 
annual increase of 2 per cant 
— a very unlikely event. 

• Does the one per cent 
limit apply to the total value 
of a home or to the value 
that remains after the home¬ 
owner’s exemption? 

Determination of this ques¬ 
tion could make a significant 
difference in tax burden, 
particularly lor a modest 
home. For example, on a 


$15,000 home, a one per cent 
property tax would yield a 
maximum of $150. If, how¬ 
ever, the tax were based 
only on the $8,000 remain¬ 
ing after the ^,000 home- 
owners’ exemption is applied, 
the maximum tax would be 
$80. 

If the limit applies to the 
total value rather than the 
residual value after the 
homeowners exemption, Jar- 
vis-Gann could make little 
difference in the property 
tax burdens ol low-valued 
homes and could significant¬ 
ly increase other taxes need¬ 
ed for replacement revenues. 

Assume the same $15,000 
market value home in an 
$11.50 tax rate area. The 
tax on this home, after the 
exemption, at present would 
be $230, $^ higher than the 
one per cent ol market value 
approach. Would $80 savings 
cover the increased sales, in¬ 
come, and user tsixes and 
lees that would be needed to 
replace lost revenues? Would 
it also cover increased in¬ 
surance costs due to cut¬ 
backs in police, fire, and 
other home-protection serv¬ 
ices? Ol course, if the home 
had a still-lower value, there 
could be no savings .under 
.Tarvis-Gann and there could 
be an actual property tax 
increase, in addition to other 
non-proi)erty tax increases. 

• Is a limit of one per 
cent ol market value real¬ 
istic and equitable in its ap¬ 
plication to the variety ot 
fiscal conditions that prevail 
in California taxing jurisdic¬ 
tions? 

In Los Angeles County, lor 
example, the spread between 
the highest and the lowest 
compKisite tax rate is $13.93, 
from $21.62 to $7.69, for a 
difference of from 5.4 per 
cent to 1.9 per cent of mar¬ 
ket value, assuming a uni¬ 
form 25 per cent assessment 
ratio. 

Tax rates are high in some 
districts lor a mimber of 
reasons, including poor plan¬ 
ning, bad public - spending 
habits, the desire of the local 
tarpiayers to assume short- 
ad long-term spending obli¬ 
gations, low assessed valua¬ 
tion, Inadequate water sup¬ 
ply, high fire danger, ovei- 
lapping special districts, high 
cost public utility services 
and facilities, etc. In short, 
ther are myriad reasons lor 
high tax rates. 

Should it be assumed that 
the people who cantinue tr 
live in these high tax areas 
no longer wish to pay these 
rates and either want servrc’i 
cuts, other taxes or help 
from other taxpayers? 


Is it realistic to assume 
that a $21.62 rate can be cut 
to $4 (equivalent to one per 
cent of market)? 

What happens to the costs 
of services that can’t be cut? 
M'ho pays them? 

Should the taxpayers in 
the low tax rate area as¬ 
sume some ol these costs? 
Some Of the low tax rate 
areas have benefitted from 
high assessed values, but 
others are low because tax¬ 
payers'have consistently re¬ 
sisted higher sfiending pr«- 
grams. Should these taxpay¬ 
ers now assume the huraen* 
ol those who are willing to 
pay the price of a lifestyle 
that carries high govern¬ 
mental costs? 

California seems destined 
for yet another heated prop¬ 
erty tax limitation battle, 
particularly if the Legisla¬ 
ture fails to act soon. Once 
again, the radio talk shows, 
the panel discussions in the 
school cafeterias, the service 
club speakers, the editorial 
pages, and the poltlcal cam¬ 
paigns will feature the same 
pro and con arguments that 
have been heard on this is¬ 
sue lor the past ten years. 

The only thing that may 
be different about Jarvis- 
Gann is the possibility of its 
passage. In that event, the 
court and the Legislature 
could face a set of problems 
far more profound and per¬ 
vasive than the challenge of 
property tax relief and Ser¬ 
rano compliance.

It ."Shall be unlawful for any 
person, flnn. corporation or 
organization to permit, con¬ 
duct. organize, operate or par¬ 
ticipate In any bingo game ex¬ 
cept where such game Is auth- 
orlz"d and licensed In accord¬ 
ance with the provUlons of 
this Chapter. 

Section 3401 ORGANIZATIONS

Any corporation, organization, 
group, community chest or 
trust which Is exempted from 
the payment of the bank and 
corporation tax by 
23701(a).

The People Must Know

Bad news for all taxpayers: The new Federal budget 
for the next 12 months will cost every American family 
$6000 or $500 per month. In California every family will 
have to pay another $200 per month to meet the next 
year’s budget, $2,400 per year. If the collected taxes fall 
below this amount, the rest of it will accumulate as 
public debt wlyjch taxpayers will have to pay. plus the 
Interest. Most property taxes are not included in these 
figures. 

The Department of Commerce announced this week 
that tax revenues collected by the Federal government 
were $26.8 billion higher for fiscal 1975-76 than the pre¬ 
vious year, reaching a total of $358.2 billion. 

About 56 per cent of the total was collected by the 
federal goveriiment, 25 per cent by state governments 
and 19 per cent by local governments. Total federal 
revenues from all tax sources were $572.6 billion. Total 
government expenses were $626.1 billion. The increase in 
the national debt ceiling was $63 billion. 

In California the legislature passed* a new law, per¬ 
mitting school boards to raise the property tax ten per 
cent to finance school integration programs. This would 
cost the average home owner about $72 additional per 
year. 

Most of this happe,ns because the politician today is 
governed by the poltical ethic to be a “money giver. 
The more the politician gives away, the easier it is for 
him to be re-elected. 

In California students who borow money to go Ao 
Community Colleges are $4 million behind in repayment 
to the taxpayers. In Medicaid there is a $900 million a 
year fraiud, one third by public officials. 

Another tax taking gimmick. The number of public 
employees seeking disability pensions has tripled in the 
last five years. More than half of the employees, espe¬ 
cially fire fighters and law enforcement personnel now 
retire o.n disability. It used to be less than one third. 
Many of these retirees in early ages, retire on disability 
and soon go into full time employment in either other 
public jobs or in private jobs. This is political favoritism 
to a privileged class of people, created by the political 
"give away ethic,” from vague and loose disability and 
pension laws. This system is not only bankrupting prop¬ 
erty taxpayers, but is destroying the opportunity for those 
who really deserve disability benefits. When will the tax* 
payer awake from their deep sleep? 

of Money? 

California Highway Commission chairman Herman ^ 
Bistrin has indicated that the state highway program is 
“going broke.’- 

During testimony at state senate transportation hear¬ 
ings in Ventura. Bistrin stated the highway program, as 
outlined in the current six-year program, will soon be out 
of money. The hearing was held October 11. 

Me asserted that current highway .needs could not be 
fully funded for at least 20 years, at current spending 
levels, and added that the state legislature and admin¬ 
istration must face up to the problem. 

The Highway Commission chairman has further con¬ 
tended that the problem should be publicized. The pub¬ 
lic shouldi not be lulled into thinking that current high* 
way needs can be met, he said, indicating the public 
should be made aware of this important issue. 

Bistrin’s views are the same as those of the Southern 
California TransfKirtation Actioin Committee, whose chair¬ 
man, Virgil D. Waters, says the public must be informed 
abo;Ut the impending financial crisis in the highway 
program. 

Waters pointed out that a recently-completed study 
for the legislature indicates that $9.3 billion is needed 
to meet today’s highway .needs. 

"At the current spending level of $400 million an¬ 
nually, it will take 20 years to meet current highway 
needs,” Waters said. "The future economic health of South¬ 
ern California is at stake.” 

SCTAC submitted to the commission a position state¬ 
ment on "Southern California Priority Highway Projects” 
calling for the state to implement a financial program 
to fund important .highway projects, including the imposi¬ 
tion of additional gasoline taxes during the construction 
period for priority projects. 

Waters said SCTAC has the "tough job” of telling 
tihe public that the highway program needs more funds. 

“We know it’s not popular to ask for higher taxes,” 
Waters said, “but at least we are telling the people the 
truth.” 

He said that Commission chairman Bistrin recognizes 
the sit-uatlon as reflected in his statement that the high¬ 
way program is "going broke.” 

Waters continued, “CALTRANS is saying that it will 
build the highways we need, although they know that 
we won’t have the money to build' them.” 

He said it’s all "part of a CAbTRANS plan to sell 
the highway program down the river.” 

"We must inform the public of these facts,” he con- 
cli'.'ided, .“so that they can make the necessary decisions 
on the future of our highway program.” 

I Believe He’s Right! 

A resolution cosponsored by Congressman Glenn M. 
Anderson (D-Harbor City) would insure the right of the 
House of Representatives to vote on the final approval 
of the controversial Panama Canal 'Treaties. 

"The Constitution states that the House of Represent¬ 
atives, not just the Senate, must ratify any treaty which 
relinquishes any property owned by the United States,” 
Anderson noted. “Yet the Attorney General has stated that 
only the approval of the Senate is needed for the treaty 
to take effect.” • 

An opponent of the efforts to surrender the control 
of the Panama Canal and Canal Zone to the Panamanian 
Government, Anderson stressed the fact th.at the right 
of Congress to ratify the treaties went beyond his opposi¬ 
tion to the issue. 

"If the House of ,Representatives is bypassed by the 
ratifldaticun process in this instance, a precedent will 
have been set that is in direct conflict with the Consti¬ 
tution,” the former California Lieutenant Governor said. 
“Tihe House does ,not vote on treaties ordinarily, and that 
is entirely correct. But when the surrender of real prop¬ 
erty is involved, we have a right — and a duty — to 
express our will on the issue.” 

The bill. House Concurrent Resolution 347, expresses 
the will of the House and the Senate that the treaties 
be considered by both Houses, as required in the Con¬ 
stitution. 

It ihas been endiorsed by almost 200 representatives. 
“As elected representatives of the American people, we 
must insist on our right to express their views on the 
Panama Canal issue,” Anderson added. Tt is that right, 
and not a sense of ‘slight’ over our prerogatives, that is 
the most vital issue involved.”
